The Mrs Thompson case is as follows: Mr. 
Daniel Thompson died some three years ago. He 
left his wife possessed of about eight hundred 
dollars of property, real and personal. Soon after 
Mr. ‘Thompson’s death a cousin of Mrs Thompson’s 
by the name of John J. White, induced her, under 
certain promises made, to have her dispose of her 
property and move with him to Derry, N. H., 
where she remained until last July when White in- 
formed her and her friends that he could not sup- 
port her any longer, and virtually threw her upon 
the town of Andover. She came to Andover and 
the town supported her a while until a guardian 
was appointed, who has recovered a part of her 
property which will be used for her support. 

For a long time there has been a dispute in re- 
lation to the line between the town of Andover and 
Hill. The matter is not only important to the owners 
of land adjoining said line in both towns but will, if 
alowed tc remain in the present condition, be of 
serious importance to the town. ‘The selectmen of 
Hill agree with the selectmen of Andover that the 
line, as returned for years past, is not what the 
original line was when the town line was established 
but while they agree with us, refuse to take any 
action in correcting the same. 

Almost the same condition of things exist with 
the towns of Andover and Wilmot. Both towns by 
the selectmen’s return of preambulation in 1879 
agreed thatthe line as returned by them was not 
in their opinion the true line. We trust the town 
will at its coming annual meeting take such action 
as the case demands. 

A general appraisal of the real estate in town was 
made some ten years ago; it to day remains nearly 
the same. The naturally causes and changes have 


te 
made the appraisal of said town unequal, and it 
seems that a new appraisal should be made that jus- 
tice may be done to all. 

There are several claims against the town which 
have not been adjusted. Some of them have not 
been presented, and some that have been presented 
have not been settled, for the reason that we had 
not investigated them fully. 7

To the Citizens of Andover:— 


In presenting our annual report of the work and condition 
of the schools during the past year, we do not recall anything 
of marked or unusual character to which to direct attention ; 
yet all can take just pride in the general good will and harmony 
which have prevailed and for the absence in the schools of all 
disturbing elements of.a petty or personal character, of suf- 
ficient frequency or importance to create any material harm. 
We do not claim perfection in the schools by any means, but 
after thoughtful consideration we find little to censure and much 
to commend. 

It has been a source of gratification to all who have taken 
the pains to acquaint themselves with the work of the various 
schools, to notice the interest and growing zeal manifested by 
parents and citizens in their success. Three hundred and fifty 
visits to the school room are reported, and this fact calls for 
general commendation. 

In reviewing the causes that have contributed to the wel- 
fare of the schools, it is only just that we mention the liberality 
manifested by the town in appropriation for school purposes. 
This has enabled the various prudential committees to employ 
teachers of superior ability, and thus was laid the foundation for 
success. It is believed that the committees have exercised good 
judgement in securing teachers of adaptation as well as ability. 
It is a gratifying fact that nine of the eleven teachers employed 
in the spring terms have been retained in their respective

schools during the entire year ; several have completed a second 
years’ work inthe same school, and in one instance no change 
has been made for three years. All familiar with school work 
will at once recognize the advantages derived from the retention 
of a teacher whose efforts are attended with satisfying results. 
It isalso encouraging to know that a more regular attendance 
of the scholars has been made than in the previous year. 

There seems to have existed by the people of the town 
generally, with teachers, parents and scholars, a desire to 
heartily support and endorse the schools, thus extending their 
usefullness and influence. 

The entire amount of money appropriated for schools was 
$1586.34, apportioned to the various districts as shown in the 
statistical table attached. 

No change has been made in text books during the year. 
No material change has been made in school houses. AI- 
though unsuited in a few instances, they have generally served the 
needs of the town under the existing system with fairly good 
acceptance. 

The consolidation of school districts has been urged with 
much earnestness by previous Superintendents. By enactment 
of the recent legislature the entire supervision of schools is to 
be placed in the hands of a Board of Education, elected by the 
town, who will have all the power in regard to schools and 
school districts previously vested in numerous officers. The 
new system has its advantages and like all measures of reform 
can be made detrimental to the cause it aims to benefit. 

It remains with the people of the town to make it a success 
or failure. It would seem the part of wisdom to give all rea- 
sonable action by the Board our cordial support, and if the same 
liberality, interest and co-operation previously manifested by the 
citizens of the town in educational matters are continued under 
the new system, we have little to fear from its disadvantages 
and a general improvement to expect hy its adoption. 

In all our well intended efforts we gratefully acknowledge 
the appreciated co-operation of our interested citizens into 
whose charge we commit the trust confided to us.
